Makefield Supervisors OK Pay Boosts, Introduce Budget 


New [Man Has 


Fewer Steps, 


I ps Ceilings 


A DPW pay scalp for nvinjcipa! 
employes was approved last night 
by Lower Makefield Board of Su­ 
pervisors 
The new scale will provide in­ 
creases in salary for most Lower 
Makefield employes. 
The 
plan 
does not prov ide for flat increases, 
instead it lessens the number of 
years needed to reach the max­ 
imum salary and increased the 
maximum salaries attainable in 
most cases. 
Cost of the new plan to the 
township was estimated by town­ 
ship m anager William Struwe at 
between $2,300 and $3,000. Struwe 
himself was voted an increase in 
pay from $7,500 to $8,250. 
Five Steps 
The old pay scales required 
eight steps to the maximum level. 
There are five steps in the new 
schedule. All full-time employes 
were affected. 
Ranges in salaries for township 
patrolmen were from $3,848 to a 
$5,200 maximum. Maximum sal­ 
ary for chief of police was set 
at $7,000. The rate for part-time 
patrolmen was set at $1.75 per 
hour.
